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HON F.C.COLBORNE NOW HEADS DMA 


ASSUMED PORTFOLIO MAY 27 


. . . From Public Works 


The Honourable Fred C. Colborne, D.F.C., MLA for Calgary 
Centre, succeeded the Hon. E.H. Gerhart as Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, May 27. Formerly Minister of Public Works, Mr. Colborne 
is followed in that Department by the Hon. Albert Ludwig (Calgary 
East). The Hon. E.H. Gerhart (Edmonton Northwest) continues as 
Attorney General. 

The Hon. F.C. Colborne is the 16th Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs if the two periods served by the Hon. E.H. Gerhart are consi - 
dered to be one Ministerial service for the pur- 
poses of the count. 


In addition to Municipal Affairs, Mr. 
Colborne is to have a number of other respon- 
sibilities in government. He continues as 
Chairman of the Human Resources Develop- 
ment Authority (HRDA) and he will be Chair- 
man of the Provincial-Municipal Advisory 
Committee. When the Legislature is in ses- 
sion, he is the government house leader . 
Another extraduty will be his active involve - 
ment in the work of the Executive Council's 
New Towns Committee. Alberta Emergency 
Measures is now assigned to the Department 
of Municipal Affairs and so he becomes the Minister-in-Charge of 
that organization. 


Son of F.C. and Ruby Colborne, both Canadian, the Hon. Fred 
Colborne was born November 14, 1916, in St. John, N.B. He came 
west to Calgary with his parents at the age of two. 





After his early education at St. Mary's Boys High School, Cal- 
gary and Vancouver College, Mr. Colborne was in the field of radio 
broadcasting 1935-39. This was followed by5 1/2 years in the RCAF 
during World War Il. A majority of this wartime service was asa pilot 
on anti-submarine operations in the North Atlantic and he was awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Cross for two attacks on an enemy U - Boat 
in that time. At discharge in October, 1945, he held the rank of 
Wing-Commander. Later he was Alberta Manager, Western Airlines . 


Mr. Colborne's provincial public service began when he was 
first elected to the Alberta Legislature in 1944 as the Airforce Ser- 
vicemen' s Representative (non-political). This resulted from a special 
election held among armed services personnel from Alberta. 


The years 1947-48 saw him serve one term as alderman in his 
city of Calgary. 


In provincial public service, Mr. Colborne was returned as a 
Calgary MLA in the general elections of 1948, 1952, 1955, 1959 , 
1963 and 1967. He was first appointed to the Cabinet as Minister 
without Portfolio, August 2, 1955.” On November 30, 1962, he moved 
over to be Minister of Public Works, a position he held until this trans- 
fer to Municipal Affairs. He succeeded the Hon. H.E. Strom as 
Chairman of HRDA, December 17, 1968. 


On November 8, 1940, Mr. Colborne married the former Mary 
Elizabeth Harvey, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. W.P. Harvey of Calgary . 
The Colbornes reside in Edmonton now and have eight children, five 
boys and three girls. e

| . . . NEW AND AMENDED LEGISLATION | 
MUNICIPAL ACTS SUMMARIZED 


Some of the more important, new or amendingpieces of legisla- 
tion passed at the last session of the Alberta Legislature, some or all 
of which may affect municipalities, were summarized ih a letter sent 
May 23 from Bruce Ramsay, Chief Municipal Inspector, to the muni- 
cipal secretary of every municipal district, county, town and vi llage. 


Some of the items listed in the summary are given here. They 
refer to 24 Acts. It is emphasized, however, that reference should 
be made to the appropriate Act or Amendment obtainable from the 
Queen's Printer when exact information is required on any specific 
item. 


@ The Agricultural Chemicals Act 


This Act provides for ameasure of control over the use and hand- 
ling of agricultural chemicals with special emphasis on those agricul - 
tural chemicals which are defined as pesticides. 


Section 14 states that every municipality shall appoint inspec- 
tors to administer this Act and the regulations, within the municipality . 





A municipality includes towns, new towns, villages, counties 
and municipal districts. 


e The Alberta Hospitals Act 


New Sections 11, 11a and 11b set out procedures by which non- 
district hospitals can be integrated with hospital districts. 


Section 11¢ provides that where the residents of any part of a 
municipality, which is not included in a hospital district are served 
by ahospital, the municipality may undertake to pay funds for opera- 
ting or capital purposes to the hospital by agreement with its governing 


board.

MUNICIPAL ACTS SUMMARIZED 
(Continued from Page One) 


e The Agriculture Service Board Act 


The amendments tothis Act make its provisions applicable to a 
Special Area. 


e The Alberta Housing Act, 1968 


Under public housing, the amendment will affect Section 14, 
subsection (1), clause (a) which willbe replaced providing for a mun- 
icipality to issue debentures as providedin the Municipal Government 
Act, except that the by-law authorizing'the borrowing will not re- 
quire the assent of the proprietary electors. This amendment will also 
apply to land development projects. 


With respect to land development, provision ismade in Section 


12, subsection (2), clause (c) for the construction and/or acquisition 


of housing units under such a program. 


Under urban renewal, a new section 15, subsection (3) has been 
added which basically requires a municipality to hold public hearings 
and announce its intent to proceed with an urbanrenewal scheme and 
offer the individuals residing in a given urban renewal area the op- 
portunity of making representation to the municipality prior to the 
execution of an agreement between the municipality and the federal 
and provincial governments. 


For the purpose of preparingor implementingan urban renewal 
scheme, Section 19, subsection (1), clause (a) is amended by allowing 
a municipality to issue debentures as provided inthe Municipal Gov- 
ernment Act except that the by-law authorizing the borrowing does 
not require the assent of the proprietary electors. 

A new Section 20a has been added which provides for the Pro- 
vince and a municipality to jointly guarantee the repayment of prin- 
cipal and interest on all or part of the borrowingmade by aperson for 
the private development of a housing project. 


A new Section 21a has also been added which relieves a muni- 
cipality from compliance with certain provisions of the Expropriation 
Procedures Act asit is related tothe implementation of urban renewal 
schemes only. 


e The Alberta Lords Day Act, 1969 
This Act repeals and replaces the Alberta Lords Day Act. 


This Act authorizes municipalities by by-law to allow certain 
activities in addition to sporting events on Sundays after 1:30 p.m. 
and to provide thata vote of the electors on the by-law is only re- 
quired if a petition for a vote is received. 


@ The Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation Act 


Section 25 subsection (1) clause (i) has been amended to permit 
the corporationto loan money to municipalities and to accept and re- 
ceive therefore notes, bonds, debentures or other securities and to 
purchase the notes, bonds, debentures or other securities of such mun- 
icipalities. Previously the corporation could only accept and receive 
debentures of the municipalities. 


e The County Act 


Section 5 is amended to provide that after the establishment of 
a county, the Local Authorities Board may by order change the boun- 
daries of the county in the same manner as similar changes may be made 
in a municipal district. This amendment also provides that the Min- 
ister may by order change the number of areas of the electoral divisions . 


Section 11, 15 and 16 are amended to change the reference "a 
first meeting" to "the organizational meeting”. 


References inthe Act to "secretary treasurer” have been changed 
to a "municipal secretary". 


Sections 16a, 16b and 17 have been amended to provide that 
the number of towns and villages within the boundaries of the county 
that are included in the county for school administration purposes , 
entitled torepresentationon the school committee of the county is now

Subsection (1) of Section 19 is struck out. 
e@ The Forests Act, 1961 


Among other amendments, section 49 hasbeen amended to per- 
mit the Minister by order to cancel or suspend all fire permits issued 
under this Act with respect to the entire Province or any part thereof . 
Upon notification of a cancellation or suspension of a permit every 
person shall extinguish every open outdoor fire set by him or under his 
authority. 


e The Highway Traffic Act 


Section 94 hasbeen amended to provide that the speed limit in 
municipal districts, counties, special areas andimprovement districts 
shall not be in excessof fifty miles per hour except under section 220 
in cases where the speed authority by by-law may prescribe a maximum 
speed of not more thansixty miles per hour if the Minister designates 
the highway or a part thereof as one where he mayfix a speed below 
which a municipality may not prescribe a maximum speed limit. 


@ The Homeowners Tax Discount Act 


Section 5 isamended by adding anew subsection (3) which pro- 
vides for an additional homeowners tax discount of an amount not in 
excess of $50.00 for persons in receipt of the guaranteed supplement 
to the Old Age Security Pension. 


e The Juvenile Court Act 


Sections 27 to 32 are struck out. This amendment would relieve 
the municipalities of the cost of maintenance and support of children 
in custody as juveniledelinquents. This amendment comes into force 
on April 21, 1969. 


e The Livestock Diseases Act, 1969 


This is a new Act which repeals and replaces The Livestock 
Diseases Act. 


Under section3 a petitionsigned by the reeve may be presented 
to the Minister of Agriculture requesting the establishment of a con- 
trol order regarding a specific communicable disease. 


Section 6 provides that the municipality may pay out of the funds 
of the municipality such monies as the council considers necessary for 
the administration of a control order. 


Section 7 provides that if acontrol order has been made and an 
owner of affected livestock does not pay the veterinary surgeons bill 
the municipality shall pay it and may recover in the same manner as 
the veterinary surgeonmight have done. 


e@ The Liquor Licensing Act 


The Municipal Election Act isamended by an amendment to the 
Liquor Licensing Act by adding a new section 155a which provides 
that the council, may by by-law provide that no sales of liquor shall 
be made within the municipality electoral division or ward, as the

A new section 137a gives the Board the power to review pre- 
vious orders of The Public Utilities Board. 


e@ The Municipalities Assessment and Equalization Act 


Equalized assessment as redefined in section 2, clause (e) con- 
tinues to represent procedures employed during the period 1966 to 
1968 inclusive. 


Section 6 authorizing the Minister to prescribe standards and 
methods of assessment has been deleted from this Act and transferred 
to The Municipal Taxation Act. 


Section 12 is revised and combines certain of the features for- 
merly contained insection 65 of The Municipal Taxation Act, which 
section has now been deleted from The Municipal Taxation Act. 


Section 21 isamended to provide that the Assessment Equaliza- 
tion Board will in future and until otherwise authorized determine 
equalized assessments strictly in accordance with Alberta Regulation 
34/66 as amended by Alberta Regulation 68/68. 


Section 30a is amended by striking out clause (b). 


Clause 8 of Chapter 79 amendingthis Act has the effect of val- 
idating the equalized assessments established for 1968 and authorizing 
that equalization procedures as set out in Alberta Regulation 34/66 as 
amended by Alberta Regulation 68/68 will continue to be employed 
in 1969 and henceforth. 


Clause 9 has the effect of validating every Ministerial Order 
issued prior to May 7th, 1969.

Section 38 is amended to make it quite clear that a corporation , 
church or other religious organization is not entitled to vote at an 
election. 


Section 45, subsection (3) is amended by striking out the words 
"aq week for two consecutive weeks”. 


Section 46, subsection (1) is amended to strike out the words 
"to the 4th day" and substituting the words "up to and including the 
8th day”. 


Section 49 and 80 have been struck out. The wording of the 
former section 80 has been substituted as a new section 49. 


Section 51, subsection (1), clause (b) is amended to provide 
“that nomination day in municipal districts and counties will now be 
held on the last Wednesday in October. 


Section 56, subsection (2) is amended by adding after the words 
"the candidate elected" the words "with the lowest number of votes” . 


Section 64 is amended by striking out subsection (4). 


Section 71, subsection (1) clause (b) isamended by adding the 
word "main" before the word "occupation" wherever it occurs. 


Section 78 is amended by adding a new subsection (5) which 
would permit a deputy returning officer, poll clerk or constable to 
vote atan advance poll whensuch person's duties require him to work 
at a polling place other than the one in which he is entitled to vote . 


H Section 87 has been amended by adding a new clause (c) to 
permit those persons set out in the new subsection (5) of section 78 
_to vote at an advance poll. 







A newsection 125ais added to set out the procedure tobe fol- 
lowed for determining which candidate or candidates will serve the 
longer term in a case where there are unexpired terms to be filled at 
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a by-election or at a general election and where all vacancies have 
been filled by acclamation. The provisions of this new section is some- 
what similar to the provisions of section 101 of the repealed Town and 
Village Act. 


A new subsection (3) of section 126 provides that an applica- 
tion for arecount by the returning officer can only be made by acand- 
idate during the seventy-two hour period immediately following the 
closing of the polls. 


These amendments came into force on Apri! 30th, 1969. 
e The Municipal Government Act 
The following are some of the more important amendments. 


A new section 17, subsection (3) sets out the procedure to be 
followed in settling the assets and liabilities at the dissolution of a 
municipality. 


Section 20 has been amended to provide that annexations or 
withdrawals from a municipal district or county shall henceforth be 
processed by The Local Authorities Board. 


Section 29, subsection (1), clause (k) has been amended by 
adding anew subclause (iii) which permits a councillor to be indebted 
to the municipality for arrears of taxes for the immediately preceding 
year without being disqualified from retaining his seat on council . 


A new clause (m) to subsection (2) of section 29 sets out the 
procedure by which one parcel of residential or farm land may be sold 
to a councillor without disqualifying him from retaining his seat on 
council. 


Section 41, subsection (5) hasbeen amended to provide that a 
special meetingof council may be called by the mayor-providing two- 
thirds of the members of council consent in writing to the holding of 
such meeting. 


A new section 43a provides that unless the council otherwise 
directs, every order, agreement or document made or executed on be- 
half of the municipality shall be signed by the mayor and the muni- 
cipal secretary or their designated alternates. 


Section 53 is amended by adding a new subsection (la) which 
permits the Minister to appoint the remaining councillors as a quorum 
where the majority of the members of the council have resigned. 


An amendment to section 57 permits the treasurer alone to sign 
and issue cheques covering discounts payable to persons under The 
Homeowners Tax Discount Act. 


Section 62 is amended to permit the Minister to issue an order 
granting permission to omit the receipts and payments section of the 
financial statement. 


A new section 101la permits the mayor, by writing, to appoint 
special constables. 


A new section 103a states that a motion submitted to council 
does not require a seconder unless the council otherwise determines . 


An amendment to section 119 permits the council to enter into 
an agreement with the Government of Canada for the performance of 
any matter or thing considered to be a benefit to both parties. 


Section 157, subsection (1), clause (f) has been amended by 
striking out subclauses (ii) and (iii) and by substituting a new sub- 
clause (ii) whichincludes animal pests as well as insect or other pests 
and diseases. 


Section 166 has been rewritten to permit the providing of an 
ambulance service and the setting up of an ambulance service area 
and the levying of a special tax to recover expenditures made. 


Section 175 has been amended to take out of this section the 
authority to lease or sella road allowance. The amendment also pro- 
vides that any road allowance leased by the Department of Highways 
or the Department of Lands and Forests prior to December 31st, 1968 
is deemed to have been closed for the purposes of this section. 


Anew section 175apermits the council to lease aroad allowance 
that has been closed for a term not exceeding three years. 


A new clause (1) to section 198 permitting the council to pro- 
vide for the inspecting and approving or condemning and destroying 
of all animals or parts of animals, the meat of which is to be or is of - 
fered for sale. 


Section 206 has been amended to make it clear that the coun- 
cil can make grants to other organizations which the council consi - 
ders entitled to such grants. Clause (a) of subsection (3) has been 


deleted.

Section 226, subsection (1) has been amended to make it com= 
pulsory that a by-lawbe passed to levy and collect mobile homes li- 
censes. A newsubsection (5a) has been enacted which exempts bona 
fide farmers from paying a mobile homes license. 


New subsections (2) and (3) to section 246 permits a council of 
a municipal district to enter into an agreement with a person for the 
provision of aprepaid veterinary services planin the same as an agree- 
ment may be entered into for weather modification. 


Section 267 is amended by adding anew subsection (1a) to per- 
mit a petition being submitted to the council for the purpose of pro- 
viding weather modification services. New subsections (7) and (8) 
set out the procedure to be followed where the council proposes to 
extend a weather modification agreement. 


Section 272 is struck out as the subject matter is dealt with in 
The Municipal Taxation Act. 


Section 274 is amended to take outthe compulsory approval of. 
the proprietary electors and replace it with the procedure to be fol- 
lowed as set out in section 311 relating to the advertising and if ne- 
cessary the voting of the proprietary electors. 


Section 311, subsection (2) isrepealed asit is a duplication of 
section 71 of The Local Authorities Board Act. 


Section 314 has been amended in an effort to make it quite 
clear that this section applies only to liabilities created for capital 
assets for a period not in excess of three years and notin excess of fif- 
teen mills. 


e@ The Municipal Tax Exemption Act 


A new section 13a permits the council of amunicipality by by- 
law to assess land and improvements that have been exempted under

this Act or by a Private Act. When anassessment ismade, the muni- — 


cipality may thereafter levy a tax for general municipal purposes , 
but not for school or hospital purposes. 


e@ The Municipal and School Administration Act 


A newsection 4a provides for the permissive merge of municipal 
and school administration in new towns.
